4. Schedul i ng.

a. Acceptance of ann invitation froman OPM Regi on or
DCSPER Field Ofice to partlplﬁate I n a schedul ed i nspection
or survey will not be nade wi thout the prior approval of
HQDA ( DAEN- PEZ- A) WASH DC 20314.

b. In cases where negotiations with the local office in
charge of the inspection do not result in a satisfactory
schedul e, supporting data will be furnished which wll
permt negotiations with appropriate officials for an
alternate date.

5. Special Instructions.

a. No action wll be taken by a FOA on an OPM or DCSPER
recomendati on which would affeCt a grade deci si on nade by
OCE, under the provisions of ER 690-1-150, w thout prior
approval of HQDA ( DAEN- PEC- P) WASH DC 20314.

b. Commanders and nenbers of their staff will not
equest advi sory eval uations from OPM or DCSPER
representatives.

c. Assistance, guidance, or advice, on individual cases
or problenms wll be requested fromand furni shed by OCE

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6. Attendance at C ose out of Surveys and | nspections.

a. For inspections and surveys conducted at the D strict
| evel , other than special inquiries in limted program areas,
the District Engineer will furnish the tine and date of the
cl ose out to the Division Engineer. Wen an inspection or
survey is conducted at the division |evel or at a separate
FOA, the Division Engineer or FOA Commander will provide this
informati on to OCE, en an inspection or survey of a District
al so covers a serviced activity which reports direct to the
Chi ef of Engineers, the date of the close out will be
furni shed to both the appropriate D vision Engi neer and OCE
Notice of the close out of special inquiries need not be
furni shed the Chief of Engineers unless the Commander or the
di vi sion Engi neer, as appropriate, considers such action
necessary.

b. A representative of the D vision Engi neer should attend
the cl ose out of an OPM or DCSPER_Surve¥ (ot her than speci al
inquiries) of a subordinate activity. he need for attendance
of a Division representative at the close out on _speci al
inquiries wll be determ ned by the appropriate D vision
Engi neer.

c. An OCE representative wll %Snerally attend the cl ose
out of an OPMinspection or DCSPER Survey (‘other than speci al
inquiries) of a Division office or separate FQOA

Copies of
al | subsequent correspondence with the inspecting office wll
al so be furnished.

b. DCSPER Surveys. Reports of DCSPER Surveys will be
forwarded to FOA' s through conmand channels along with
specific instructions.
